THE TAO-T'AI’s VIEW OF ILL-TREATMENT, 


Ir is always undesirable to add fresh 
difficulties to an already complicated 
conse, We fully bélieve that premature 
newspaper-oriticisms are onloulated to 
have a mischievous influence upon 
public matters, and have not unfre- 
quently embarrassed those in whose 
hands the interests of foreigners are 
placed. There is, however, one point 
in this miserable business of the Deteo- 
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tive Yano Si-yang which must not be 
lost aight of ; and it ia this. On several 
Occasions during the negotiations for 
the giving-np of the prisoner, the Tao- 
istinotly assured the Seuior Con- 
sal, and others, that the man was 
undergoing no ill-treatment whnte 
It seems never to have ocourred to the 
Senior Consul, or in fact to any one 
else to whom the assurance was made, 
that the Chinese idea of ill-treatment 
might not be altogether the samo as 
that entertained by foreigners. The 
statement was repeated in despatches 
from Judge Denny to the Chairman of 
the Municipal Council, and undoubtedly 
had influence upon public opinion. 
Whatever might be said about the 
arreat of the detective, it was satisfac. 
tory, at any rate, to know that he 
was in comparative safety and comfort. 
Tho fact that innocent and important 
witnesses in a trial are often treated 
80 barbarously that appeals bay 
made to the Emperor on their behalf 
might have suggested . the suspicion 
that a prisoner charged wilh murder, 
one who was the object of frenzied 
hatred on the part of the mob, could 
soarcely be in particularly luxurious 
case, Still, the Tao-t'ai kuew that 
popular fooling was excited on this 
point, oatedly offered the as 
surance that Si-yang was being well 
treated. We have thus an excellent

‘THE LATEST PHASE OF THE SI-YUNG CASE. 


‘Tue necessity of permitting the detec- 
tive Teno Si-yung to be sent into the 
City is regrettable, but, we believe, not 
to be gainsrid. ‘The onse is clear 
enough, and stands thus, On reqni 
tion being made to the ‘Tao-t‘ai for the 
delivery of the prisoner during his 
captivity at the Hsien Yaméu, His 
Honour replied, and very justly, that, 
as the man bad been sent to him in a 
regular way by order of the Mixed 
Court and British Assessor, aud in 
custody of the Superintendent of Police, 
it would be impossible for him to su 























render his charge except ander certain 
condi . ‘These conditions amounted 
to an undertaking, or guarantee, ou the 
part of the Council to send the man 
back into the city for trial should a 
sufficient amount of evidence be forth- 
at the Mixed Court to warrant 
investigution before a higher tribunal ; 
and ander the circumstances as they 
stand at present, the Couucil bave uo 
option in the matter, Certain hear 
witnesses have come forward for the 
prosecution, and all the witnesses for 
the defence have disappeared. Such 
is the virulence of feeling among the 
Chinese that these men no doubt believe 
it would be as much as their lives are 
worth to come forward and stick to the 
statements they made previously. It 
is a notorious fact that one most im. 
portant witness flatly refuses to give 
evidence, though it is snid he bas con- 
fessed to being in the presence of tho 
deceased rowdie while he was dying ; 
acknowledging with cynical frankness 
that he is afraid of the consequences to 
himself, It ie to be presumed that the 
Legal Adviser to the Council bas not 
been idle all this time. If under euch

If unable to meet his obligations, these 
sharks soon manage to get all he has, 
Bat the Chiuese peasantry do not 
suffer from these pests so severely as 
the peasantry of Russia, Egypt and 
some other countries appear to do. 
Rich land eapable of bearing two crops 
a year is worth $20 a mu, but the 
average price is under rather than over 
$10. ‘The annual rent for ordinary 
Innd, when paid in money, is about fifty 
cents a mu, the tenant taking all risks ; 
it is however more common to pay in 
kind, the landlord taking balf the grni 

as his share, the tenant tho other half, 
together with the straw. In good 
sensons the average yield, inclading 
straw, is abont $8 per mu, though good 
land yield at least $3.50, But 
North-China is subject to frequent 
drought, which renders farming. ¥ 
precarious and greatly diminishes ite 
profits, ‘The productiveness of the soil 
ight. be largely inorensed, often times 
doubled, if it were more liberally 
manured. But the pensants are too 
poorto keep moro thnu a donkey, a 
cow or a pig, and very manny not even 
one of these, aud consequently have 
ing to return to th 
he laud is robbed of everything. 
Ben the stubble, leaves and grass are 
all carefully collected for fael; not a 
blade, stalk, or root is left. Nor can 
the ashes be used asa manure, Most 
of the land is more or less impregnated 
with natron, an impure oarbouate of 
soda; any addition therefore of alkaline 
matter, such as potaeh, would be in- 
jurious to the soil, The want of 
manure is to some extent conspensated 
for by ® constant rotation of crops. 
‘The productions of the uorthera pro- 
vinoes are very varied. Wheat, millet, 
sorgo (kno liang), maize, beans, melons, 
sesame, cotton, hemp, buckeheat, and, 
in well.watered di 
luxuriantly, Whore fall advantag 
taken of this variety, goud soil will 
produce a fair orop without much 
manure, But a good deal of the 
laud is so poor, either from excess of 
natron or excess of sand, that nothiug 
will grow except sorgo and beans. 
Sach land if not well manured scarcely 
pays for cultivation. In the hands of 
& poor man it is nearly useless, 

‘The balk of the peasantry do not 
onltivate more than thirty mu n family, 
and taking five as the average number 
of persons ina family and $3 as the 
average yield per mu, it follows that 
the gross incume of the ordinary 
peasantry, even in good seasons, iv 
only $18 per head, But this is by no 
means all clear gain. The government 
Innd-tax bas to be paid. That tax 
greatly in different provinces, 
and it varies also in the same province 
neoording to the quality of the land, 
Tu Shautung the best land pays twenty 
conts a mu, while the average iu C 
ouly five cents. Then ther 
local assessments for repairs of temples 
and such-like, which amouut to at least 


























































another five cents, probably more; to 
which must be added the keep of an 
ox or ass, ontley for farm implemente, 
ropair of buildings, purchase of manure 
and so forth, These itema will come 
to at least fifty couts a mu, and the net 
annual reoeipts from thirty mu of land 
in fairly good seasons are about $75, 
or $15 a head in a supposed family of 
five, But a family having thirty mu 
of land is considered respeotable ; a very 
large number bave only ten or twenty 
mu. With such, life mast be a rather 
hard struggle, and the wolf can uever 
be very far from the door, Bat though 
the peasantry are mostly poor com. 
paratively few suffor from actual want, 
except in bad sonsons, when they aro 
often redaced to eating garbage; aud 
when that fails, they dio in orowds, aa 
was the onso in 1878 and 1879, They 
live, however, in the best of times on the 
lowliest fare aud dress in the plainest 
fashion, ‘Their food consists almost 
entirely of sorgo, maize, aud millet 
mixed with beans or benu-ourd. A.

seldom tasted, A poor pensant, 
patiating one day on the immun 
of the great, anid that if he were 
Emperor he would eat wheaten cakes 
wll day long, and when satisfled lie 
down to rest, ‘Thia was the poor 
man’s highest conception of luxurious 
living. Another of these humble tiller 
of the svil is supposed to have 
that if he were Emperor be would i 
dulge in a bowl of vermicelli jast 
whenever he wished, To the surga. 
fed pensaut an unstinted supply of 
vermicelli ideal fare, The poorer 
peasants eke out their slonder means by 
working for their wealthier neighbours, 
shenever work oan be got and they 
oan spare the time from their own 
fields, ‘The pay for a farm labourer, ia 
slack times, is five conta a day and hie 
food ; in busy times, it averages twenty 
cents a day aud food. Iu winter, the 
ground being frozen, it is dificult to 
get work of any kind, so the men 
lounge about the house, smoking their 
pipes and nursing the babies, or go out 
in search of stubble, grass and leaves 
for fuel—the fields after harvest being 
free to all,—or wander along the roads 
with basket and fork picking up hor 
dang for manure, The women devote 
every spare moment to spinning and 
and weaving, the buzz of the spindle 
and the olick of the shuttle being often 
heard far into the night. Nearly all 
native cotton cloth is the prodact of 
peasant women’s Inbour. In the south. 
ern part of Chihli and the northern 
part of Shantung straw plaiting is the 
great industry, and is said to pay better 
than cotton weaving, The earnings of ’ 
the women are a very appreciable addi- 
tion to the income of every peasaut 
home. Those homes are of the hum- 
blest description and very comfortless. 
They are low three-roomed structures 
built of mud and roofed with sorgo- 
slalks, over which a layer of ohaff- 
mixed mud is spread. The centre room 
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contains the working range, and prob- 
ably a buudle of straw and a heap of 
vegetables, but usually no article of 
farnitare, Tho end rooms have each 
a large mud duis oulled a Kang, which 
occupies fully half the room and serves 
the family as @ sent by day and a bed 
by night, A small cupboard, a clothes’ 
obest, a looking-gluss aud perhaps a 
stool, all very dirty, complete the fur- 
nitnre of the room, uuless there should 
happen to bo a bag or two of grain 
in the ooruer. The walls are usually 
unplastered, and the floor is of mud. 
In that home, too, ignorance reigns 
supreme, Notono ina hundred of the 
ordinary peasantry can read, 

‘hie may soem rather a hard lot; but 
it has its. immunities. ‘The peasant is 
ja own master, He oan work when 
ho likes aud rest when he likes, He 
needs touch his hat to no one, aud as a 
matter of fact does not, He may have 
Hittle, but that little is bis own. His 
clothes may be common and his food 
poor ; but with the blessing of Heaven, 
his bit of land will supply bim with 
both, Thia feoling of independence 
is worth a great deal. He enjoys, too, 
‘an abundance of leisure. The winter 
isa long holiday. He can go to all 
the markets, fairs, aud festivals of the 
neighbourhood ; can gosnip and smoke 
to his heart's content. But even this is 
notall, His independence teaches him 
forethought aud self-reatraint ; he must 
lay his plaus, uot for  wook, but for 
year; le must live on the profits of 
this harvest till the next is gathered ; 
and tho result is a sturdy self-reliance 
which might well be imitated by some 
of the peasantry of our own country, 























THE APPROACH TO PEKING, 


A srarsmenr is made by ove of our 
Correspondents at Tieutsin which de- 
serves, and indeed has attracted, sume 
attention. It is to the effect thut the 
Viceroy of Chilli has conceded to the 
Hon, Russell Young, United States 
Ministor, permission for passenger. 
boats to be run on the upper Peilho, 
botweon Lientain and T‘ang-chon, Our 
iuformant doubtless thought that brovity 
was the soul uot only of wit, but also 
of discretion, aud he has therefore re- 
frained from giving us more than the 
bare fact to which we now refer, That 
the Viceroy should be glad of an 
opportunity to oblige the American 
Minister we cau well believe, aud there 
are few steps of such a nature that he 
could have taken, more likely to be 
appreciated by foreigners than improved 
locomotion ou the Peiho, At the same 
* timo wo should have liked more parti- 
culars. Wearotold that per: 1 has 
been granted for “passenger-boats.” In 
thestrictestsense of the word, passenger- 
boats exist alrendy ; huge, unwieldy 
craft, which oconpy from three-nud-a- 
lalf to seven days in ascending the tor- 
tuoua stream, If tho new passengor- 
boat system means anything, it means 
a regular service,—say every other day 
or thereabouts—aud two or more steam- 


























vessels, in which the distance of some 
240 Ui will be done in few hours, aud 
by which travellers will be able to 
take their passage with as little trouble 
ng they can by a penny packet on 
the Thames. Hitherto the wate: 
journey from Tientsin to Ttang-cho 
has been a severe trial of one’s good- 
humour, It is necessary, in the first 
place, to provide food, wine, and ovok- 
ing apparatus, for five days. It is also 
necessary to find a suitable boat, to 
waste mach valuable time in bargui 
ing, to submit to countless delays, aud, 
whon the start is once effected, to traw! 
‘ata snail’s pace up a winding stream 
through a country as flat, bare, ugly, 
and uninteresting as the north of 
China can produce. Nothing bat an 
iuexhaustible stock of novels and pati- 
ence can be relied on to bring the 
traveller safely through this ordeal, 
A broken-down temple occasionally 
graces the muddy bauks, and a 
villnge whose principal commodity 
seems to be corn and mule-fudder 
in passed at intervals. At Inst the 
well-known landmark, the ‘l’ang-chou 
Pagoda, appears in front, aud the un- 
sophisticated traveller congratulates 
himself upon the speedy completion of 
his journey. Half an hour afterwards, 
however, so far from having reached 
it, he sees it behind him, aud is assured 
that six or seven hours more of turn. 
ings and twistings lio between him and 
the futa morgana of his destination, 
It will be a gront thing for everybody 
if this barbarous te of affairs is 
really to become a thing of the p 
‘To ascend the Pviho merrily i 
steaw-lnunch will bo a new sousation 
to many, and a boon to hundreds. ‘The 
isolution of the Capital, one of the 
great drawbacks of foreign residence 
there, will then be virtually broken 
through, and the credit of it will be 
due to the Viceroy of Chibli and Mr. 
Russell Young. 



















































In au article headed niary 
Prospects of Young Mon,’ the Spectutor 
publishes some very interesting and pointed 
remarks on the dilliculty now-a-days of 
securing an independence.

It is clear that a 
large aection of the commnity, tho mo- 
derate capitalists, are suffering from the 
over-prosperity of the country, and 
wo want fa another spell uf Oo 
administration to send secu 
to a more equitable figure, But in the 


















































meantime, what, asks the Spectator, is the 
saving middle-class man to do? Though 
he has succeeded. ho- is still comparatively 
poor ; hy hus hardly realised two-thirds of 
the irceducible minimum of his dreams ; 
“he is half-ruined by unearned decrement, 
which, again, as if to exusperate him pure 
posely, is only decrement because every- 
thing is so prosperous, and the value of 
property is jumping upward in such leaps.”

ight, committed suicide by plungin 
self head foremost into a water-kang in 
her father-in-law's house, to which she 
had been sont back. ‘The woman's father, 
thinking she had been murdered, brought 
a charge to that effect ayainst Han Kuo- 
te hile Han Kuo-t'ai was in prison 
pending settlement of the case, which 
was complicated by the introduction of 
counter-actions, the underling in charge 
‘oxtorted some 1,000 tiuo and more from 
him, and, in order to bleed him atill 
more, put him in heavy irous and 
made him sleep on the floor, Kuo 
Chao-ju, his son, seoing his father suffer- 
ing such discumfort and torture, made 
interest with one of the Magistrate's aor- 
vants to have the irons aud other fetters 
removed, for which a sum of 2,500 tiao 
was. charged. The case was further in 
volved by an attempt of some relatives of 
the deceased woman to extort money from

showed himself hostile to the proposition, 
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and strenuonsly advised that the forces of 
the Empire should be united to resiat and 
expel forcigners from the cowitry. Au 
alliance in inarriage between the younger 
ter of the Emperor and the Shogun 
eing shortly after made, Iwakura fell out 
of favour, aud was banished the Court. He 
went into oxile, and lived in seclusion for

Soon after the Mikado's Government 
succeoded that of the Shogun, Iwakura 
emerged from his reti ‘where he 
had been coquetting and intriguing with
